a  Registration  fee  of  One  Shilling,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  rates  of  Postage. 

Registered  letters  bearing  a  sufficient  number  of  Stamps  will  be  considered  Paid  Letters,  but 
the  Registration  fee  of  one  shilling  must  always  be  paid  in  money. 

In  the  case  of  Foreign,  Colonial,  or  Ship  Letters,  it  must  be  clearly  understood,  that  Registra- 
tion cannot  extend  beyond  the  Port  of  despatch  in  the  United  Kingdom,  though  parties,  if  they 
wish  it,  may  register  such  Letters  as  far  as  the  Port  of  despatch.  Letters,  however,  addressed 
to  France,  and  Letters  passing  through  France,  are  exceptions  to  this  rule,  the  French  Post  Office 
undertaking  to  provide  for  their  security,  till  they  shall  have  been  delivered,  if  addressed  to  France, 
and  so  long  as  they  remain  in  the  French  territory,  if  passing  through  France. 

MONEY  ORDER  OFFICE. 

For  the  security  of  sums  of  Money  not  exceeding  £b,  the  Postmaster-General  has  authorized 
an  extended  system  of  Money  Orders.  An  Office  is  open  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  from  10  till 
4  o'clock,  where  orders  are  issued,  (payable  at  sight)  on  every  Post  Town  in  Scotland,  England, 
and  Ireland,  at  the  following  rates  of  charge:  For  orders  to  the  amount  of  £2  and  under,  the 
sum  of  3d.,  and  for  orders  amounting  to  any  sum  between  two  and  five  pounds,  6d. 

The  public  are  strongly  advised  to  adopt  this  mode  of  transmission  of  small  sums  of  money, 
rather  than  risk  the  enclosure  of  sovereigns  and  other  coins;  and  as  it  is  now  impossible  to  enter 
cash  letters  in  the  mode  formerly  customary,  the  Money  Order  Office  is  the  only  certain  and  safe 
channel  by  which  money  can  be  sent  from  one  town  to  anothor. 

The  Secretary's,  Receiver  General's,  Accountant's,  and  Dead  Letter  offices,  are  open  from  10 
m.  to  4  a.  Sunday  excepted. 

BANK  NOTES,  BANK  POST  BILLS,  DRAFTS,  &c 

The  most  secure  mode  of  transmitting  Bank  Notes,  Bank  Post  Bills,  or  Drafts,  is  to  divide 
each,  and  send  the  halves  by  different  posts,  waiting  the  acknowledgment  of  the  one-half  before 
forwarding  the  other. 

BOTTLES  CONTAINING  LIQUID,  AND  OTHER  ARTICLES  OF  A  BRITTLE 
NATURE,  should  not  be  forwarded  through  the  Post,  as  they  are  almost  invariably  broken,  either 
by  the  operation  of  Stamping  or  by  the  friction  of  the  Mail  Coaches.  It  is  besides  improper  so 
to  transmit  such  articles,  as  by  accidents  to  them,  the  seals  of  Letters  in  the  bags  may  be  damaged, 
the  Letters  mutilated,  or  their  addresses  entirely  effaced.  For  similar  reasons,  articles  having  sharp 
or  hard  edges  should  not  be  transmitted  through  the  Post.

LATE  DELIVERY  OF  LETTERS Representations  having  been  made  of  the  time  occu- 
pied by  the  LETTER  CARRIERS  in  the  DELIVERY  of  their  LETTERS  through  the  City, 
the  inconvenience  has  been  ascertained  to  be  in  a  great  measure,  if  not  entirely,  attributable  to  the 
delays  experienced  by  the  Carriers  at  hall  doors,  owing  to  servants  not  answering  the  bells  ;  and  in 
some  cases,  by  the  servants  not  being  provided  with  money  to  pay  the  postage.  Instructions  have 
been  issued  to  the  Letter  Carriers  to  rap  or  ring  at  each  hall-door  twice,  pausing  an  instant.  The 
application  of  the  Carrier,  therefore,  cannot  be  mistaken ;  and  the  public  are  earnestly  requested 
to  aid  the  Post-master  General  in  his  Lordship's  anxiety  to  expedite  the  general  delivery  of  the 
correspondence,  by  obliging  servants  to  answer  immediately  the  Carrier's  application,  and  to  have 
the  servant  previously  provided  with  sufficient  sums  to  discharge  their  demands.  The  increase  of 
Letters,  and  the  reduction  of  Postage,  render  it  imperative  on  the  public  not  to  delay  the  Letter 
Carriers  on  their  walks.  Positive  orders  have  been  issued  to  them  not  to  remain  at  hall-doors 
where  servants  are  unprovided  with  money  to  redeem  letters.  It  is  particularly  recommended  to 
proprietors  of  houses  and  shops  to  supply  themselves  with  open  letter-slips  in  their  hall-doors.  If 
they  were  to  be  generally  adopted,  the  delivery  of  letters  would  be  very  greatly  accelerated;  and 
nothing  would  more  effectually  contribute  to  the  rapid  distribution  of  the  public  correspondence, 
than  that  individuals  who  reside  in  common  stairs,  and  whose  residences  have  bells  suspended  to 
the  street  doors,  should  direct  their  servants  to  meet  the  Letter  Carriers  on  the  stairs,  and  receive 
their  letters  from  them.

doubled  although  they  are  not  paid  when  posted. 

Although  Unpaid  Letters  can  only  be  forwarded 
to  places  within  France,  there  are  other  Countries 
to  which  the  Postage  may  be  paid  (if  the  sender 
should  desire  it,)  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  the  case 
may  be,  viz — For  Bavaria,  Central  Germany,  Sar- 
dinia, and  Switzerland,  Letters  may  be  paid  to 
therr  destination.  For  Southern  Italy,  Letters 
may  be  paid  to  the  Italian  frontier  of  Sardinia. 
For  the  Mediterranean,  Austria,  and  Venetian 
Lombardy,  Letters  may  be  paid  through  Fiance 
to  Huningen  or  Forbach. 

The  mode  of  charging  the  French  Hates,  on 
Letters  to  places  in  France  and  passing  through 
Fiance,  including  those  for  India,  Malta,  &c, 
via  Marseilles,  is  a  rate  of  Postage  for  each  quar- 
ter of  an  ounce  exclusive. 

Letters  conveyed  by  packet  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  British  Colonies  and  Posses- 
sions, are  liable  to  the  uniform  Rate  wherever 
posted,  of  One  Shilling  single,  Two  Shillings  dou- 
ble, and  so  on  according  to  weight,  excepting  those 
for  India,  Malta,  and  the  Ionian  Islands,  when 
passing  through  France,  which,  if  intended  to  pass 
at  the  above  Rate,  must  be  addressed  "  via  Fal- 
mouth; and  letters  for  the  British  Colonies  in 
North  America  are  charged  with  the  uniform  in- 
ternal colonial  lie  of  2d.  single,  in  addition  to 
the  packet  rate  of  Is.,  excepting  to  the  port  of 
Halifax,  where  they  are  landed. 

Letters  conveyed  by  puivate  ships  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  places  beyond  sea,  including 
the  East  Indies,  &c,  are  liable  to  the  uniform 
Postage  of  8d.  single,  Is.  4d.  double,  and  so  on, 
in  whatever  part  of  the  Uni.ed  Kingdom  they 
may  be  posted  or  delivered. 

Printed  Votes  and  Proceedings  in  Parlia- 
ment are  charged  at  the  following  Rates,  between 
places  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  Colonies  when  conveyed 
by  Packet,  but  not  through  France  nor  to  the 
East  Indies  :  — 

For  any  weight  not  exceeding  four  ounces,  Id.

and  so  on,  adding  Id.  for  every  four  ounces  or 
fractional  part  thereof.  No  additional  charge  is 
made  although  the  Postage  is  not  paid  in  advance. 

SOLDIERS  and  SEAMEN  can  send  and  re- 
ceive Lettets,  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in 
weight,  on  their  own  private  concerns  only,  for 
One  Penny  (within  any  part  to  and  from  which 
there  are  regular  Mails,)  to  be  paid  when  put 
into  the  Post  Office.  The  name  of  the  Soldier 
or  Sailor,  his  Class  or  Description,  and  the  name 
of  the  Snip  or  Regiment,  must  be  given  by  him- 
self, and  the  Officer  having  the  command  must 
sign  his  name,  and  the  name  of  the  Ship  or  Re- 
giment to  which  he  belongs. 

Their  Letters  are  also  forwarded  to  the  East 
Indies  and  New  South  Wales,  on  payment  <>f  One 
Penny  at  the  time  of  putting  in  ;  and  letters  from 
the  East  Indies  are  chargeable  with  One  Penny, 
or  Three  Pence,  according  to  circumstances  ;  to 
Places  Abroad,  where  there  are  no  regular  Pack- 
et?, on  payment  of  Three  Pence.

The  practice  of  Sealing  Letters  passing  to  and  from  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  other  Warm  Cli- 
mates, with  Wax,  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience,  and  frequently  with  serious  injury  to  the  let- 
ters, iu  consequence  of  the  melting  of  the  wax,  and  adhesion  of  the  letters  to  each  other. 


NEWSPAPERS. 

PRINTED  NEWSPAPERS  liable  to  the  Stamp  Duties  and  duly  Stamped,  may  be  sent  by 
Packet  Boats  to  any  of  her  Majesty's  Colonies  aud  Possessions  beyond  Seas,  including  the  East 
Indies  "  via  Falmcuth,"  free  of  postage,  provided  the  same  be  put  into  any  General  Post  Office  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  on  any  day  within  seven  days  next  after  the  day  on  which  the  same  shall  be 
published,  such  day  to  be  ascertained  by  the  date  of  the  paper;  and  if  forwarded  by  Private  Ships 
under  the  same  regulations,  they  are  liable  to  a  postage  of  One  Penny  each,  to  be  paid  when  put  into 
the  Post  Office. 

Newspapers  printed  in  the  British  Colonies  and  Possessions  beyond  the  Seas,  and  brought  to  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  by  Packet  Boats,  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  first  Address  by  the  General  Post 
within  the  United  Kingdom,  free  of  postage. 

Newspapers  printed  within  the  British  Colonies  and  Possessions  beyond  the  Seas,  and  brought  by 
Private  Ships  into  the  United  Kingdom,  and  delivered  at  any  Post  Office  with  the  Ship's  Letters, 
are  to  be  charged  and  forwarded  with  a  Postage  of  One  Penny  upon  each  Paper. 

Printed  Newspapers  may  be  received  at  any  Post  Office  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  conveyance 
either  by  Packet  Boats  or  Private  Ships  to  Foreign  Parts,  on  payment  of  Two  Pence  for  every 
such  Paper,  such  Payment  to  be  made  at  the  time  when  the  Paper  is  put  into  the  Post  Office — pro- 
vided every  such  Paper  be  put  into  a  Post  Offica  unthin  Seven  Days  next  after  the  Day  on  ivhich  the 
same  shall  be  published,  such  day  to  be  ascertained  by  the  date  of  the  Paper. 

Newspapers  printed  in  any  Kingdom  or  State  beyond  Sea,  other  than  her  Majesty's  Colonies  and 
Possessions,  and  brought  into  the  United  Kingdom  either  by  Packet  Boats  or  Private  Ships  (if 
printed  in  the  language  of  the  Foreign  Kingdom  or  State  from  which  the  same  shall  be  forwarded,  but 
not  otherwise,)  are  to  be  charged  with  a  ra'e  of  Twopence  each,  on  Delivery  by  the  General  Post  in 
any  part  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  the  place  of  their  first  Address,  iu  addition  to  any  Postage 
charged  thereon  by  any  Foreign  Post  Office. 

There  is  an  exception  in  favour  of  such  Foreign  countries  as  have  agreed  to  circulate  Newspapers  to 
and  from  Great  Britain  free,  when  they  are  put  under  the  same  regulations  as  Newspapers  to  and 
from  the  British  Colonies.

Newspapers  may  be  circulated  to  and  irom  France  by  the  Packet  Boats,  under  the  regulations  as 
to  date,  above  specified,  on  payment  of  One  Halfpenny — pre.paymen  toptional. 

No  Newspaper  is  to  be  considered  within  the  aforesaid  privilege,  unless  the  same  be  sent  without  a 
Cover,  or  in  a  Cover  open  at  the  sides. 

Jf  the  Person  to  whom  any  such  Paper  (from  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  parts)  is  directed,  shall  have 
removed  from,  or  quitted  the  place,  to  which  such  Newspapers  shall  be  addressed,  prior  to  the  delivery 
thereof  at  such  place,  any  such  Newspaper  en  arriving  or  delivery  at  the  place  of  its  address,  may, 
(provided  it  has  not  been  opened,  or  used,  but  not  otherwise, )  be  re-directed  and  forwarded  to  such 
Person  at  any  other  place  within  the  United  Kingdom,  free  of  any  extra  charge;  but  if  any  such 
Newspaper  shall  have  been  opened  or  used,  on  its  being  re-directed,  or  re-posted  with  a  new  address, 
it  is  liable  to  postage  the  same  as  if  it  was  a  letter.

nent  Capital  (in  addition  to  the  fluctuating  Funds  arising  from  the  Premiums)  with  the  beneficial  rule 
oi  returning,  at  stated  periods,  the  surplus  of  the  annual  Premiums  to  the  Contributors,  after  paying  losses 
and  expenses.  The  importance  of  this  improvement  is  acknowledged  hy  extraordinary  public  appro- 
bation, and  by  the  numerous  imitations  of  it  which  new  Offices  have  lately  offered,  and  which  older 
ones  have  adopted  in  changing  their  Constitutions.  The  principle  is  of  chief  value,  because  as  it  li 
yields,  by  the  SPECIFIC  SUMS  INSURED,  AND  THE  RETURN  OF  THE  SURPLUS,  THE 
FULLEST  VALUE  FOR  THE  DEPOSITS,  persons  have  no  reasonable  motive  for  venturing  on 
the  lure  of  reduced  and  insufficient  premiums  proposed  by  Adventurers,  and  which  has  led  to  frecpient 
instances  of  disappointment  and  ruin. 

CAPITALS,  A  MILLION  STERLING,  and  upwards. 

It  is  now  thirty-three  years  since  the  Count//  Fire  Office  was  instituted.  It  is  the  only  Fire  Office 
that  has  made  regular  and  large  Returns  to  the  parties  insured.  These  returns,  Which  have  been 
madeto  100,000  persons,  have  been  constant;  they  have  been  10,  20,  and  25  per  cent  invariably 
sine  el  807,  and  have  amounted  to  £123,000.  During  the  above  period,  upwards  of  Forty  Insurance 
Offices  have  broken  up,  some  with  the  loss  of  every  thing.  Among  the  extraordinary  number  which 
have  recently  sprung  up,  many  are  evidently  not  intended  to  last.  The  closing  of  the  Royal  Union  i 
Office  in  Lancaster  Place,  London,  whicli  took  place  recently,  and  the  complaints  of  numerous  persons 
at  Bow  Street,  who  had  deposited  all  they  possessed  in  that  Office,  and  were  left  destitute,  is  a  warn- 
ing that  ought  not  to  be  disregarded. 

THE  PROVIDENT  LIFE  OFFICE.— The  public  are  insufficiently  acquainted  with  the  vast 
difference  which  there  is  in  the  various  ( >ffices  for  Life  Insurance.  The  professions  of  all  are  pretty 
nearly  equal,  but  their  disparity  in  performance  is  immense.  Nearly  all  now  offer  a  participation  in 
profits,  in  terms  more  or  less  vague;  but  as  few  of  them  make  any  profits,  uncertainty  in  that  re- 
spect is  of  little  consequence.  A  more  material  question  is — when  the  claim  arises,  will  it  be  paid? 
or,  if  inconveniently  large,  will  objections  be  sought  for,  and  expensive  litigations  raised  to  defeat  it? 
or  else,  if — after  the  contributions  have  been  continued  for  a  long  series  of  years,  and  the  Policy  is 
drawing  towards  a  claim — if,  from  any  accident,  the  annual  payment  be  omitted  on  the  precise  clay, 
will  the  Managers  take  advantage  of  the  omission,  refuse  to  renew,  annul  the  Policy,  and  seize  on 
all  the  deposits  as  a  clear  gain  ?  Recent  disclosures  have  shown  that  the  risk  of  the  loss  of  the  con- 
tributions in  this  way,  is  greater  than  the  risk  insured  against. 

It  is  therefore  important  to  know,  that  the  security  of  the  public  in  keeping  up  their  Policies  is 
amply  provided  for  in  the  following  conditions,  which  is  peculiar  to  the  Provident  Life  Office: — "  If, 
from  any  accident,  parties  do  not  renew  at  the  stated  periods,  they  are  entitled  to  repair  the  omis- 
sion, at  any  time  within  one  year,  on  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  10s.  per  cent,  and  satisfactory  proof  of 
health." 

The  profits  in  the  Provident  arc  divided  at  the  end  of  every  seven  years  among  the  Members,  in 
proportion  to  their  respective  contributions.  These  have  gone  on  increasing  since  1806  to  FORTY 
PER  CENT.  Only  an  eighteenth  part  of  the  profits  is  taken  by  the  Shareholders,  in  consideration  of 
their  advance,  and  guarantee  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  sterling,  and  their  exoneration  of  the  other 
Members  from  any  loss. 

The  effect  of  these  divisions  may  be  judged  of  from  a  few  examples  of  claims  lately  paid.

PROCEEDINGS  at  a  GENERAL  MEETING  of  the  STANDARD  LIFE  ASSURANCE 
COMPANY,  convened  in  terms  of  their  Act  of  Parliament,  and  held  within  the  Company's 
Office,  No.  3,  George  Street,  Edinburgh,  on  Thursday  the  11th  day  of  March  1841,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  Report  by  the  Directors,  upon  the  Investigation  of  the  Company's 
Affairs  as  at  14th  November  1840,  and  the  Division  of  Profits. 

George  Patton,  Esq.,  Advocate,  having  been  called  to  the  Chair,  stated  the  object  for 
which  the  Meeting  was  assembled,  and  proposed  that  the  Report  by  the  Directors  should  be 
read.  The  Report  was  accordingly  read  by  the  Manager.  It  contained  a  complete  view  of  the 
Company's  Affairs  as  at  14th  November  1840,  exhibiting  the  Assets  and  Liabilities  and  Surplus 
Fund,  as  at  that  date ;  with  a  particular  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  investigation  had 
been  conducted.  The  declaration  of  the  Bonus  followed,  and  the  Additions  made  to  the  Com- 
pany's Policies  were  exhibited  in  the  following  Table : —

Note. —  These  Additions  are  vested  rights  under  Policies  which  have  been  in 
existence  for  Five  Years. 
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The  Report  then  proceeded  as  follows  : — 

"  The  statements  of  your  affairs,  which  have  now  been  laid  before  you,  have  been  compiled 
from  the  results  of  a  most  particular  and  detailed  valuation  of  the  Company's  Funds  and  Obliga- 
tions. The  Valuation  of  the  numerous  Assurances  and  other  Life  Transactions  has  been  con- 
ducted, not  by  any  approximate  method  of  calculation,  nor  by  averages,  but  each  individual  trans- 
action has  been  accurately  estimated,  and  its  claims  upon  the  Company  fully  provided  for,  while 
the  profit  of  future  years  has  not  been  encroached  upon.  In  estimating  the  Company's  Funds 
and  Assets  generally,  an  equally  scrupulous  attention  has  beeu  paid  to  the  examination  of  their 
true  value.  In  short,  the  scrutiny  has  been  most  rigid,  and  it  must  be  satisfactory  for  those 
interested  in  the  Institution  to  know,  that  the  favourable  state  of  the  affairs  now  reported  has 
been  ascertained  by  so  careful  a  process. 

"  In  this  state  of  affairs  there  is  much  cause  for  congratulation.  The  Company  have  been 
enabled  to  declare  a  Bonus  to  the  assured  at  an  equal  rate  with  the  last  Division  of  Profits  in 
1835  ;  while  at  the  same  time  the  earlier  policies,  thus  increased,  have  a  greater  amount  of  vested 
addition  than  those  of  any  other  Scottish  Office  effected  at  the  same  period.  For  instance,  a 
Policy  for  ,£'1000,  opened  with  this  Company  in  1825,  has  been  increased  to  .=£1337,  10s. ;  while 
a  policy  of  the  same  amount  and  standing  in  the  Scottish  Widows'  Fund,  with  its  vested  bonus, 
at  1st  January  1839,  is  .=£1259,  14s.*  This  comparison,  followed  out,  continues  favourable  to 
this  Company  for  some  years.  A  Standard  Policy,  opened  15th  November  1828,  is,  with  its 
vested  addition,  ,=£1262,  10s. :  while  a  Scottish  Widows'  Fund  Policy  of  the  same  date,  with  its 
vested  addition  at  1st  January  1839,  is  ,£1208,  8s.*  The  particular  mode  of  Division  adopted 
by  this  Company  for  the  division  of  Profits,  it  will  thus  be  perceived,  is  now  beginning  to  exhibit 
itself  in  a  tangible  form,  to  the  benefit  of  those  who  continue  connected  with  it  as  Policy- 
holders for  the  longest  period. 

"  In  this  Company  the  greatest  advantages  are  afforded  to  those  whose  Policies  are  long  up- 
held with  the  office.  This  Principle  of  Division  is  similar  to  that  originally  acted  upon  by  the 
Equitable  Society  of  London  with  all  its  Policy-holders,  and  the  Standard  is  the  only  Scottish 
Office  which  has  divided  its  Profits  in  that  manner." 

The  Report  contained  many  other  highly  important  statements  illustrative  of  the  benefits  of 
the  system  of  Division  adopted  by  the  Company,  and  was  received  with  much  applause. 

The  Auditor  s  Report  came  next  before  the  Meeting,  and,  in  the  absence  of  William  Keith, 
Esq.,  Accountant  (the  Auditor,)  it  was  read  by  Charles  Pearson,  Esq.,  Accountant.  It  con- 
tained a  statement  of  the  particular  manner  in  which  the  accounts  and  books  of  the  Company 
are  kept.  Some  results  connected  with  the  mortality  experienced  by  the  Company  were  stated, 
and,  in  confirming  the  Report  upon  the  investigation  of  the  affairs,  and  Division  of  Profits,  it 
proceeded  thus : — 

"  It  is  unnecessary  for  me,  after  you  have  heard  the  perspicuous  statements  which  it  (the  Re- 
port) contains,  to  say  any  thing  more  to  convince  you  of  the  continued  and  increasing  prosperity 
of  the  Company  ;  but  I  think  it  my  duty  to  bear  witness  to  the  care,  attention,  and  mature  deli- 
beration that  have  been  bestowed  by  the  Directors  and  their  Actuary  and  Manager  in  making 
this  investigation,  and  in  the  adoption  of  the  data  upon  which  it  was  to  proceed.  I  can  also 
assure  you,  that,  in  ascertaining  the  surplus  funds  and  distributing  them  among  those  entitled  to 
their  benefit,  the  Directors  have  been  guided  by  the  most  anxious  care  for  the  interest  of  all 
parties  concerned,  and  the  future  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Company,  as  the  sure  and  only 
way  of  gaining  and  enjoying  the  increasing  confidence  of  the  public,  and  of  inducing  greater 
numbers  of  the  community  to  become  Assurers  with  the  Company." 

Mr  Peakson  then  proceeded  to  say — He  had  had  the  honour  to  be  appointed  upon  the  Inves- 
tigation Committee,  and  had  examined  very  minutely  the  detailed  statements  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Society,  and  the  results  there  brought  out,  and  he  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  of  bearing 
testimony  to  the  able  and  clear  manner  in  which  these  statements  were  drawn  up,  and  to  the 
great  accuracy  with  which  the  business  of  the  Company  was  conducted.  The  Investigation 
Committee  had  been  called  upon,  in  the  course  of  their  duty,  to  go  through  extensive  statements 
and  calculations  connected  with  the  different  departments  of  the  business ;  but  from  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  accounts,  both  in  the  abstract  and  in  detail,  the  enquiry  was  rendered  not  only  a 
very  satisfactory  but  a  comparatively  easy  and  highly  interesting  one. 


*  The  Standard  have  no  prospective  Bonus,  thinking  it  better  to  allocate  a  larger  sum  in  retrospective  additions 
at  once,  than  to  increase  the  claims  under  Policies  which  may  emerge  between  the  periods  of  Investigation  The 
Scottish  Widows'  Fund  have  a  Prospective  Bonus,  and  the  addition  to  Policies  in  the  event  of  death  before  next  In- 
vestigation is  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  accumulated  sum  in  the  Policy,  but  only  in  the  event  of 
death.

John  Thomson,  Esq.,  Cashier  of  the  Royal  Bank  of  Scotland,  moved  the  approval  of  the 
Report. 

William  Fbaser,  Esq,,  Abbey  Park,  seconded  the  motion,  Avhich  was  carried  by  acclamation. 

George  Patton,  Esq.,  as  Chairman,  then  addressed  the  Meeting. — He  said,  the  Directors  had 
anticipated  that  the  Report  which  it  was  their  gratifying  duty  to  lay  before  the  Meeting  would 
be  favourably  received,  and  its  reception  had  proved  that  they  had  not  been  disappointed.  But 
the  Report  could  not  fail  to  be  acceptable,  for  it  was  hardly  possible  to  imagine  one  containing 
more  fitting  elements  for  congratulation. 

The  Directors  had,  at  each  successive  yearly  meeting,  had  occasion  to  report  the  favourable 
progress  of  the  Company,  and  to  anticipate  that  the  result  of  the  investigation  then  in  prospect 
would  be  extremely  favourable.  The  searching  and  rigorous  investigation  which  had  just  been 
completed,  verified  every  anticipation  which  they  had  formed  on  the  subject,  and  the  result,  he 
might  safely  say,  had  exceeded  even  the  most  sanguine  views  which  the  warmest  well-wishers  of 
the  Company  could  have  formed. 

One  result  of  the  investigation  had  been,  to  give  an  additional  practical  demonstration  of  the 
benefit  accruing  from  the  principle  of  the  division  of  profits  adopted  by  the  Company.  To  this 
he  called  the  especial  attention  of  the  meeting.  The  fact  had  been  brought  out  that,  according 
to  the  comparison  stated  in  the  Report,  the  older  policies  in  this  Company  have  a  larger  addition 
than  policies  effected  at  the  same  period  in  the  most  extensive  and  prosperous  of  the  Mutual 
Assurance  Societies.  This  had  been  achieved  by  the  very  great  success  which  had  attended  the 
transactions  of  the  Company,  and  by  carrying  into  practical  effect  the  safe  and  fair  principle 
that  the  largest  share  of  the  profits  should  be  given  to  those  who  have  made  the  greatest  number 
of  contributions  to  the  fund,  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Standard  being,  to  add  at  each  successive 
investigation  a  per  centage,  not  merely  for  each  year  of  the  period  since  former  investigations, 
but  for  each  year  during  which  the  policy  had  been  in  subsistence. 

The  Chairman  then  proceeded  to  illustrate  the  effect  of  this  system  of  distribution,  by  assuming 
policies  of  equal  amount  to  be  opened  with  two  Offices  dividing  quinquennially,  the  one  upon  the 
principles  of  the  Scottish  Widows'  Fund,  the  other  upon  the  principles  of  the  Standard.  He 
assumed  various  rates  of  addition.  With  equal  rates  of  bonus,  he  showed  a  great  preponderance 
in  favour  of  the  policies  on  the  Standard  principle  ;  at  the  same  time,  allowing  that  equal  rates 
were  too  favourable  an  assumption,  looking  to  the  peculiar  mode  of  division  adopted  by  the 
Standard :  but  following  out  the  same  illustration,  and  adopting  only  an  addition  of  £\  per  cent 
on  the  Standard  principle,  and  £2  per  cent  upon  that  of  the  Widows'  Fund,  he  stated  that  the 
result  at  the  sixth  investigation  to  be  £1050  of  vested  addition  in  the  case  of  the  Standard  prin- 
ciple, and  only  .£771,  lis.  3d.  in  the  case  of  the  Widows'  Fund  principle;  thus  evincing,  that 
even  assuming  a  small  addition  on  the  Standard  principle  (the  rate  which  that  Office  maintained 
at  two  investigations  being  1^  per  cent.),  and  a  large  addition  on  the  Widows'  Fund  principle, 
the  result  would  still  be  in  favour  of  that  of  the  Standard  in  the  case  of  policies  effected  on  the 
lives  of  those  who  have  most  reason  to  look  for  the  greatest  benefits  from  the  profits- — those  who 
have  paid  the  most  contributions  to  the  fund — and  that,  too,  in  the  absence  of  any  charge  for 
entry  money  on  the  part  of  the  Standard. 

He  then  alluded  more  particularly  to  the  progress  of  the  Equitable  Society  of  London,  upon 
the  model  of  which  the  Standard  proceeds  in  its  division  of  profits,  and  concluded  thus : — "  It  is 
doubtless  to  the  operation  of  this  principle  that  a  large  portion  of  that  signal  success  which 
attended  that  distinguished  Society  may  fairly  be  attributed.  By  a  steady  adherence  to  that 
principle,  and  by  the  combined  and  continued  efforts  of  those  who  are  interested  in  its  prosperity, 
it  may  safely  be  predicted,  that  in  the  progress  of  this  Company,  likewise,  each  successive  period 
of  investigation  will  present  a  measure  of  still  increasing  prosperity.  We  have  all  the  elements 
of  success  at  our  command,  and  nothing  but  determination  and  perseverance  in  their  use  is  want- 
ing, in  order  to  secure  the  continued  advance  of  the  Society  in  that  career  of  success  and  pro- 
sperity which  has  hitherto  uniformly  attended  it."     (Great  applause.) 

George  Moir,  Esq.,  advocate,  considered  the  results  which  had  been  brought  out  by  the  Re- 
port as  most  remarkable,  and  calculated  to  afford  the  highest  gratification  to  all  connected  with 
the  Institution.  Ever  since  he  had  been  acquainted  with  the  matter  of  Assurance,  it  had  been 
strongly  impressed  upon  his  mind  that  a  well  conducted  Guarantee  Institution  afforded  greater 
advantage  to  Assurers  than  any  other ;  and  he  felt  confident  that  that  day's  Report  contributed 
further  to  advance  the  cause  than  any  argument  which  could  have  been  used,  at  least  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Standard — for  it  was  allowed  to  be  peculiarly  constituted  to  exhibit  the  advantages 
of  a  well-conducted  Institution  of  that  kind. 

He  directed  the  particular  attention  of  the  Meeting  to  the  importance  of  an  investigation. 
When  prudently  conducted  it  must  be  the  best,  and  he  might  say  it  was  the  only,  proof  of  the 
prosperity  of  an  Assurance  Office  ;  and  knowing  with  what" careful  and  cautious  deliberation  the 
affairs  of  this  Company  had  been  sifted,  he  and  all  around  him  could  point  with  increased  confi- 
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dence  to  its  future  prospects.     He  concluded  by  congratulating  the  Meeting  upon  the  present 
position  of  the  Society.     (Applause.) 

George  Gray,  Esq.,  of  Perth,  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Directors  and  Office-Bearers 
of  the  Company  for  the  manner  in  which  they  had  conducted  the  investigation.  He  was  sure 
that  the  result  could  not  fail  to  be  gratifying  to  every  person  connected  with  the  Institution. 
As  a  Policy-holder  he  was  gratified  with  it,  but  still  more  so  as  an  Agent  for  the  Company ; 
because,  having  laboured  strenuously  to  increase  the  business  of  the  Society,  he  knew  well  the 
advantages  which  that  result  would  give  him. 

AVm.  Wood,  Esq.,  returned  thanks  as  one  of  the  present  Directors  of  the  Company.  He  expressed 
the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  which  he  derived  from  finding  that  their  services  had  been  approved 
of.  He  begged,  however,  to  call  to  recollection  the  fact  that  these  thanks  were  no  less  due  to  all 
those  gentlemen  who  had  acted  as  Directors  during  the  last  five  years,  and  to  the  able  and  zeal- 
ous services  of  successive  Boards  of  Directors.  He  therefore  begged  that  it  might  be  understood 
that  all  those  gentlemen  were  equally  included  in  the  present  vote  of  thanks. 

He  had  much  satisfaction  in  finding  that  all  persons  connected  with  the  Company  were  highly 
pleased  with  the  result  of  the  investigation.  He  felt  assured  that  the  comparison  which  the  addi- 
tions made  to  Life  Policies  in  this  Company  could  stand  with  those  of  the  other  Scottish  Offices, 
and  particularly  with  the  Scottish  Widows'  Fund,  the  oldest,  the  greatest,  and  one  of  the  best 
managed  institutions  of  the  kind  in  Scotland,  must  be  highly  satisfactory.  He  hoped  that  it 
would  not  for  a  moment  be  supposed  that  this  comparison  was  meant  to  be  an  invidious  one ;  no- 
thing could  be  further  from  the  intention  of  the  Directors  ;  but  it  had  been  thought  desirable  to 
show  the  fallacy  of  a  statement  often  made,  that  in  no  circumstances  could  the  advantages  to 
Policies  in  the  way  of  Bonus  be  equal  in  amount  in  a  Guarantee  Office  to  those  in  a  Mutual  one. 

Mr  Wood  then  proceeded  to  say — "  As  example  is  generally  reckoned  better  than  precept,  I 
shall  show  the  accuracy  of  the  Comparative  Statement  by  a  reference  to  an  actual  case.  A  friend 
of  mine  took  out  a  Life  Policy  with  the  Standard  in  1827,  and  one  to  the  same  amount  with  the 
Scottish  Widows'  Fund  in  1828.  I  had  an  opportunity  of  both  astonishing  and  pleasing  him  the 
other  day,  by  showing  him,  that  taking  the  Policies  as  if  granted  in  the  same  year,  his  heirs 
would,  in  the  event  of  his  death  at  the  present  moment,  actually  receive  a  larger  sum  of  money 
from  the  Standard  than  from  the  Widows'  Fund.  My  friend,  who  has  been  for  some  years  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  Scottish  Widows'  Fund,  and  who  of  course  was  disposed  to  think  most 
favourably  of  it,  could  not  easily  be  persuaded  that  I  had  stated  the  facts  accurately,  until 
I  showed  him,  that  the  result  in  our  Office  was  owing  to  the  method  in  which  the  Surplus  Funds 
are  appropriated  by  us  among  the  Policy-holders  (hear,  hear)  ;  the  additions  to  the  Policies  in  the 
way  of  Bonus  being  made  in  the  Standard  at  each  Investigation,  not  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  years  that  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  the  previous  Investigation,  as  in  the  Widows' 
Fund,  but  from  the  original  date  of  each  Policy  ;  in  this  way  a  greater  proportion  of  the  Surplus 
Fund  being  given,  as  it  ought  to  be,  to  the  Policies  of  the  longest  standing,  the  holders  of  which 
have  made  the  greatest  number  of  payments  to  the  Fund.  It  seems  to  me  a  remarkable  circum- 
stance that  tins  mode  of  division,  originally  adopted  and  acted  upon  by  the  Equitable  Society  of 
London,  has  not  been  followed  by  any  one  of  those  Scottish  Offices  which  are  in  the  habit  of 
declaring  that  they  are  established  on  the  model  of  that  Institution."     (Applause.) 

Mr  Wood  concluded  by  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr  Davidson  and  the  other  Medical  Gen- 
tlemen, connected  with  the  Company,  which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

David  Smith,  Esq.,  W.S.,  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Local  Boards  of  the  Company  •  and 
Mr  Gray,  of  Perth,  returned  thanks.  ' 

John  S.  Newbiggixg,  Esq.,  W.S.,  then  addressed  the  Meeting.  He  was  intimately  connected 
with  another  Society;  yet  looking  to  the  vast  importance  of  Life  Assurance  to  the  community 
at  large,  it  was  impossible  for  him  not  to  feel  gratified  at  the  success  of  any  Company,  which,  like 
the  present,  proceeded  upon  safe  principles,  and  not  experimental  data.  He  responded  cordially 
to  the  sentiments  expressed  by  Mr  Moir  and  Mr  Wood,  that  it  was  for  the  Company's  advantage 
to  keep  up  a  good  understanding  with  other  Offices.  "  Let  there  be  as  much  fair  competition  as 
you  like,"  he  continued,  "  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  there  may  be  a  contest  for  the  public 
favour  without  contention,  and  rivalry  without  jealousy."     (Applause.) 

A  vote  of  thanks  having  been  voted  to  the  Chairman  for  his  conduct  in  the  Chair,  the  Meetine; 
separated.

Note— Due  allowance  must  be  made  for  extreme  and  intermediate  ages,  and  the  difference  of  years  during  which  the 
Assurances  have  been  in  loiee ;  but  the  general  distribution  has  been  made  on  the  principle  and  according  to  the  scale 
above  given.

of  the  most  grave  and  serious  speakers,  as  much  as  of  those  whose  only  aim  it  is  to  please,"  Mr  M'Donald 
endeavours  to  teach  his  Pupils  to  "  suit  the  action  to  the  word,  and  the  word  to  the  actioD,  with  this 
special  observance,  that  they  o'erstep  not  the  modesty  of  nature."     Besides  the  advantage  of  being  thus 
trained  to  recite  with  ease  and  accuracy,  their  minds  are  also  enriched  with  the  choicest  treasures  of  the 
British  Poets,  having  a  portion  to  commit  to  memory,  and  repeat  daily,  and  a  recital  of  the  whole  once 
a-week.
